Thomas F. Eagleton 
bowed 
off 
the 
ticket 
Monday, 
Muskie has become McGovern's 
apparent top choice, but the South 
Dakotan 
continued 
to 
keep his 
options open. 
Muskie’s office said he “ will have 
no further statement at this tim e.” 
The McGovern cause got a boost 
when the Communications Workers 
of America endorsed his candidacy. 
The 
550,000 m em b er AFL-CIO 
affiliate abandoned the neutrality 


stand taken by the labor organiza­ 
tion’s executive committee when 
CWA leader Joseph A. Beirne said 
his union was throwing its total 
support to McGovern. 
Aides to Muskie, the party’s 1968 
vice 
presidential 
candidate 
and 
unsuccessful 
contender 
for 
this 
year’s 
presidential 
nomination, 
declined 
to 
say 
who 
initiated 
Thursday night’s meeting. 
But during a 25-minute news

Buckley, R-N.Y,, who said it was 
immoral for either country to give 
up “ the right to protect our civilian 


populations from nuclear devas­ 
tation” from the other nation— or 
from China. 
President Nixon must still sign 
the treaty before it goes into effect. 
It limits each nation to deploying 
no more than 100 missiles at each of 
two sites— the national capital and, 
for the Russians, east of the Urals 
and, for this country, in Grand 
Forks, N D.

SACRAMENTO (UPI) —An angry 
Senate Thursday night killed a $1.2 
billion property tax relief and school 
aid bill pushed by Gov.

Moretti. The bitter governor then 
announced plans for a $450 million 
state tax cut. 
Both 
Reagan 
and 
Moretti— 
frequent foes but this time aligned 
in a rare partnership— declared 
they 
were 
through 
sponsoring 
property tax relief bills. 
The latest one—by far the biggest 
bill 
of 
the 
1972 
legislative 
session—got 
caught 
in 
a 
nasty 
crossfire 
between 
Senate 
and 
Assembly pride and potential rivals 
fo r 
th e 
1974 
D e m o c r a t i c 
gubernatorial nomination. It also 
was 
bombarded 
by 
an unusual 
coalition of Senate liberals and 
conservatives. 
Senate President Pro Tern Jam es 
Mills of San Diego, in an uncommon 
personal 
floor 
attack, 
accused 
fellow 
Democrat 
Moretti 
of 
a 
“ straight sellout” to Reagan and 
said 
the 
bill’s 
sponsors 
should 
“ search their conscience.” 
“ Sen Mills,” replied Moretti to 
newsmen, “ has a history of reacting 
outrageously and emotionally when 
he is under pressure. Those of us 
who 
have 
been 
around 
the 
legislature for awhile recognize it 
and it’s something we’ve had to live 
with.” 
Basically, 
the 
Reagan-Moretti 
proposal would have financed long 
promised property tax relief and 
new school aid by raising sales, 
income, motor vehicle and some 
business taxes. 
It needed 27 votes for passage and 
mustered only 23, with 14 voting no, 
after eight hours of caustic debate, 
tedious balloting and behind-the- 
scenes jockeying 
The bill was technically kept alive 
for 
reconsideration 
today. 
But 
Reagan, Moretti and the official 
author, 
Sen. 
Ralph 
Dills, 
D- 
Gardena, agreed its chances of 
resurrection were virtually nil. The 
next step would be a two-house 
conference committee to negotiate 
a settlement But this seemed highly 
unlikely, too. 
The legislature planned to recess

Reagan, 
interrupting 
his

vacation to fly to Sacramento and 
lobby for the bill, told a news 
conference just before midnight that 
when the legislature reconvenes in 
November he will propose a tax cut 
using anticipated surplus funds.

$450 million would be available and

Wholesale food prices 
take another big jump

Wholesale food prices took another 
big jump upward in July while the 
nation’s unemployment rate held 
steady 
at 
5.5 
per 
cent, 
the 
government reported today. 
The Bureau of Labor Statistics 
said farm product prices increased 
3.2 per cent in July, the largest 
monthly increase in 17 months, 
putting the level at 12.9 per cent 
above a year ago. It was the largest 
12-month increase in more than six 
years. 
Wholesale prices for meat, eggs, 
fruits and vegetables all climbed 
sharply. 
A 15.1 per cent jump in live 
poultry prices placed the overall 2.2 
per cent increase in the price index 
for farm products and processed 
foods and feeds Egg prices went up 
11.2 per cent, prices of fresh and 
dried 
fruits 
and 
vegetables 
increased 6.7 per cent and livestock 
went up 4.1 percent. 
Prices 
of 
processed 
meats, 
poultry and fish increased 3.3 per 
cent, while dairy product prices 
went up 2.1 per cent at wholesale. 
The sharp jump in food prices 
pushed the overall wholesale price 
index up 0 8 per cent in July, the 
largest advance since a 0.9 per cent 
increase in February. This left 
wholesale prices 4.5 per cent above 
a year ago. 
The 2.2 per cent increase in farm 
product and food prices was the 
largest of three consecutive sharp 
monthly increases following two 
months of decline. This index now 
has gone up more than 1 per cent in 
six of the past eight months, and has 
risen at an annual rate of 13.1 per 
cent over the past three months. 
Industrial commodity prices went 
up at a slower pace 
in July, 
increasing 0.2 per cent compared 
with advances of 0.3 per cent in the 
previous two months. 
Industrial 
commodity 
prices, 
which 
most 
economists 
consider 
a 
better 
measure of inflation than the more 
volatile farm prices, now stand at 
3.1 per cent above a year earlier. 


In non-food commodities, price 
increases 
were 
registered 
for 
gasoline, 
clothing, 
footw ear, 
f u rn i t u r e , 
j e w e l r y , 
l umbe r , 
electricity, concrete products, hides 
and skins, natural gas, tires, and 
machinery and equipment. 
The BLS said lumber and wood 
products 
led 
the 
industrial 


commodity price increase with an 
advance of 1.3 per cent. 
The bureau said there was little 
change 
in the employment and 
unemployment 
situation 
during 
July. The 5.5 per cent jobless rate 
for June and July was the lowest 
since October of 1970 
The BLS said total employment 
remained unchanged at 81.7 million 
after seasonal adjustment and the 
number of jobless persons held 
steady at 4.7 million after seasonal 
adjustment. 
Actually in June, the number of 
unemployed persons increased by 1 
million because of the influx of 
students 
into the labor market 
following the close of school But 
since this was less than normal, the 
unemployment rate after seasonal 
adjustment came down. In actual 
figures for July,' the number of 
unemployed persons declined by 
250,000 
The BLS said average weekly 
earnings of rank-and-file workers 
increased $1 09 in July to $136.7. This 
put average weekly earnings 6,7 per 
cent above a year earlier, or more 
than twice the 2.9 per cent increase 
in prices.

Man on shooting 
spree after drinking 


U PPER MARLBORO, Md. (U PIi-Trial 
Judge Ralph W. Powers dismissed today 
four more counts against Arthur H. 
Bremer who is accused of trying to 
assassinate Alabama Gov. George C. 
Wallace at a Maryland political rally on 
May 15. 
The 
dismissal 
came 
during 
the 
instructions Powers gave from the bench 
shortly before the case went to the jury of 
six men and six women. 
The charges were those of assault and 
battery on Wallace, a Secret Service agent 
Nicholas Zarvos, Alabama state trooper 
Eldredge Dothar, and Dora Thompson, a 
Wallace campaign worker. 
Judge 
Powers 
Thursday 
afternoon 
dropped four charges against Bremer of 
assault with intent to maim against the 
same four. 
This leaves Bremer charged with nine 
counts of assault with intent to murder, 
unlawful use of a handgun in a crime of 
violence and carrying an unlawful handgun 
under Maryland state law. 
Powers instructed the jurors that it was 
their duty to determine whether Bremer 
actually committed the attack on the four 
victims and, secondly, whether he was

legally sane or insane when the shooting 
occurred. 
Bremer has pleaded not guilty by reason 
of insanity. 
State’s attorney Arthur H. Marshall and 
defense 
attorney 
Benjamin 
Lipsitz 
presented their final summations after 
four days of testimony. Bremer did not 
take the witness stand in his defense. 
However, long excerpts from a diary he 
kept prior to the Wallace shooting were 
read to the jury. It showed that he also 
considered assassinating President Nixon. 


The jurors listened intently Thursday 
when Lipsitz read the diary out loud. It 
revealed Bremer stalked Nixon through 
Ottawa when the President visited Canada 
last April. 
“ I had a good view as he went past me;” 
Bremer wrote. “ Past me for the sixth time 
and still alive.” 
Bremer recorded that he tried on six 
occasions 
to 
try 
to assassinate the 
President in Ottawa—twice in the streets 
as the presidential motorcade passed, 
three times when Nixon appeared at 
Ottawa’s Parliament building and once 
when the President attended a formal 
affair at the Fine Arts Center.

64— Have a Gam e Plan 


A football team wouldn’t 
simply kick off and then see 
what happened from there 
with no pian of offense and 
defense. 
A 
smart 
golfer 
wouldn’t, either. 
When you come to the tee 
of every hole you should 
quickly outline a strategy for 
that hole. 


Nobody is perfect — we 
don’t hit precisely the shots 
we intend to hit. But by hav­ 
ing a plan you’ll score bet­ 
ter. 
On a par-5 hole, for ex­ 
ample. pick out the best 
landing area for your tee 
shot so that you will have 
the easiest second shot. Aim 
away from the trouble. Then 
plan to put the ball in posi­ 
tion to approach the green 
from the safest angle. Hit 
the ball to the green so that 
you’ll have the simplest putt 
left. 
A lot of your scoring has 
to be done with the muscles 
in your head, not the ones 
that swing the club.

A two-year study by the Department of 
Transportations 
Highway 
Safety 
Administration has given the Corvair a 
clean bill of health, calling the compact 
car 
no 
more 
unstable 
than 
other 
automobiles of the same year and weight. 


Ralph Nader, who first pointed the 
finger at the Corvair’s alleged readiness to 
roll over (specifically, the 1960-63 models), 
has 
branded 
the 
report 
“a 
shoddy, 
internally contradictory whitewash.” 
Be that as it may, it is interesting to 
speculate on how different a lot of things 
might be today had the official study been 
available five or six years ago. 


It was the Corvair controversy, it will be 
remembered, that launched Nader on his 
career as the nation’s leading consumer 
advocate. Since then, he and the hosts he 
has inspired have crusaded for better 
safety and better products in everything 
from gas pipelines to dams in California to 
phosphates in detergents. The Highway 
Safety Administration itself is a creation 
of this period.

Not only the consumer movement but 
aroused public concern over ecology, 
environment, pollution and population and 
disenchantment 
with 
big corporations 
have come into their own in just the past 
few years. 
Would none of it have happened had it 
not been for the Corvair? Would that car 
still be in production and would we still be 
driving around in cars without seatbelts, 
collapsible steering wheels, padded dashes 
and 
assorted 
warning 
buzzers 
and 
pollution equipment, with more to come? 
Would we still be merrily filling the skies 
with smoke and the waterways with filth? 
Not likely. All of these things — safety, 
pollution, the whole ‘‘quality of life” bit — 
were ideas whose times were beginning to 
come long before Nader and the Corvair. 
Yet that controversy over a little car 
provided a focal point for public concern 
which rapidly expanded to embrace all 
these other issues.

Russia at this time 
requires, above all, a heavy input of 
U.S. credits, investment capital,

The analysts don’t pretend the 
Russians 
are 
happy 
with 
the 
withdrawal from 
Egypt. 
They 
expect Moscow to make every effort 
short of heavy new expenditures and 
military commitments to retrieve 
what political influence it can. 
But they also predict a careful 
Moscow program aimed at holding 
its position in Syria and in Iraq 
and in developing closer contacts 
with Iran and other Arab lands.

Something better

before the end of the year, the soft 
drink industry expects to overtake 
coffee as the leading liquid beverage 
in the United States. Having zoomed 
past milk in 1966, the family of Coke, 
Pepsi, 7-Up, etc. now is racing to 
outpace the only remaining liquid 
consued 
in 
greater 
volume 
— 
drinking water. 


The 
industry’s 
psychology 
is 
revealed in these words from its 
trade journal Soft Drink Industry 
(SDI): 
“ Significant in a 
study of beverage 
trends is 
the fact 
that the total liquid 
intake of Americans 
a p p e a r s 
to 
be 
stable, at a level 
estim ated 
at

uarts per day. 
hus, if one or m ore beverages 
shows appreciable growth in per 
capita consumption, one or more 
other beverages m ust be expected to

sition is w ater which, while 
rcnsumed at a rate of close to 
60 gallons a year per person, has 
been declining in the past decade 
and 
m ust

vulnerable because of the widely 
publicized pollution problem . . . The 
opportunity arises for substantial 


replacem ent of w ater consumption 
by soft drinks in the future, thus 
expanding their ultim ate m arket 
potential.” 
Given this grand design, three 
issues 
present 
themselves 
for 
consumers. First, to express glee 
over the sales gains by soft drinks 
due to contaminated drinking water 
is downright parasitic. Instead of 
trying to improve the quality of the 
nation’s water, the industry’s trade 
journal 
would 
have 
the 
public 
believe that soft drinks suffer no 
such contamination and should be 
purchased as a safeguard. What 
evidence is there to back up such a 
recommendation that soft drinks 
are that pure? 
Second, 
what 
are 
consumers 
receiving nutritionally from their 
consumption of soft drinks at an 
ever increasing rate? Paul Austin, 
the head of Coa Cola, makes no 
nutritional claims for Coca Cola. He 
simply says that his company is 
selling “ a refreshing drink, nothing 
more, nothing less.” Although he 
denies that Cokes have any adverse 
effect, 
his claim 
m erits closer 
scrutiny. 
To the extent that soft drinks like 
Coke 
replace 
more 
nutritious 
beverage in the diet (for example, 
skim milk and fruit juice), they 
replace such nutrients as calcium, 
vitamin A and vitamin C with empty 


calories. Obesity and other health 
problems can result. 
Because the young are consuming 
such a large volume of soft drinks, 
they are cultivating a demand for 
sugar, for things sweet, for instant 
taste gratification that carries over 
to other parts of the diet. Moreover, 
the heavy sugar content of soft 
d r i n k s 
in 
c h i l d r e n s ’ 
d i e t s 
contributes to tooth decay in the 
judgment of a number of specialists. 
As the largest company in the 
industry, with over 42 per cent of the 
total m arket, Coca Cola has a 
special responsibility to rethink its 
corporate direction. Is it beyond its 
capability to make both a nutritious 
and refreshing drink? The evidence 
is that it can do just that but so 
vested is its interest in selling coke 
as it is that a conflict of interests 
has developed. Why pioneer the 
new, the better and the venturesome 
when the company can play it safe 
with the old, the diet-spoiler and the 
successful? Because the former is 
the right thing to do. And when you 
are the biggest company by far in an 
incredibly profitable industry, you 
can afford to pioneer. 
At the least, think of the hungry or 
malnourished 
children 
in 
this 
country and around the world, Mr. 
Austin, 
and of the pipeline of 
nutrition which you can extend to 
them.

appropriated to four trust funds. He 
further explained the four trust 
funds 
are 
kept 
separate 
from 
general funds in the Treasury and 
that the money in trust funds can be 
used only to pay social security 
benefits and adm inistrative costs of 
the program. Money not needed to 
p ay 
c u r r e n t 
b e n e f i t s 
and 
adm inistrative 
expenses 
of 
the 
social security program is “ invested 
in interest bearing obligations of the 
United States governm ent.” 
According to Ball, these funds 
aren’t peanuts; 


“ As of December 31, 1971, the total 
combined income to the four trust 
funds, since inception, exceeded 
their 
combined 
outgo 
by 
$439 
billion. Of this amount, $3 5 billion 
was held on hand in cash, while $40.4 
billion was invested in government 
obligations with an average yield of 
5.45 per cent,” Ball wrote 
Moseley 
accepts 
all 
of 
this 
explanation but wants to know what 
happened to the $40 4 billion cash 
used 
to 
buy 
the 
“ government 
obligations.” He suspects it was put 
in the general fund and blown by the 


liberal spenders in Congress for 
foreign aid, suits for undertakers in 
Greece and for every conceivable, 
unbelievable pet project they could 
dream up. 
“ It’s the disgrace of the century,” 
Moseley writes. “ And, don’t forget 
that the interest on $40.4 billion at 
5.45 
per 
cent 
is 
$2,201,800,000 
annually which you and 1 pay for in 
taxes. Furtherm ore, where did all 
this interest go?”
